Credit For Farmers 


A REPORT TABLED RECENTLY in the Canadian House of Commons 
by Finance Minister Abbott gave some very interesting facts regarding the 
advantages which farmers have taken of the provisions made by the gov- 
ernment in 1946 for loans for farm improvements, These loans may be 
made through chartered banks for the improvement and development of 
farms, the loans extending over a period of ten years at an interest rate of 
five per cent. Finance Minister Abbott’s report showed that. 13,030 Canadian 
farmers, including more than 10,000 from the Prairie Provinces obtained | 
loans last year and that the money used for this purpose amounted to $9,- 
880,565, It was also pointed out in the report that no bank had made claims | 
on the government to recover losses, showing that the farmers who had | 


borrowed money had met the terms of their agreements.

Farming is one of our largest and most essen- 
tial industries but farmers have not always received as much encourage- 
ment and support as might be desired. Extension of credit is one means of 
providing for the improvement and development of farms and should be 
viewed with favour by all sections of the public.

Housing Ease Up 


OTTAWA.—Some of those annoy- 
ing bottlenecks which have been 
plaguing post-war housing and home 
furnishing are ironing themselves 
out, it was indicated in reports is- 
sued by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. 

Wire nails, for instance, were 
being turned out during April in the 
largest quantities produced for near- 
ly a year, with 6,609 tons mamufac- 
tured compared with 6,524 the previ- 
ous month and 6,276 the correspond- 
ing month in 1946. Previous high 
was in May, 1946, when 6,730 tons 
were made. 

Domestic washing machines rolled 
off assembly lines in April in all- 
time record quantities. The month’a 
output of 16,975 units compared with 
15,801 the previous month and 10,- 
445 the same month last year. Elec- 
tric refrigerators of the domestia 
type totalled 8,531 units against 
8,590 in March and 5,299 in April, 
1946. 

In another report, the bureau sald 
production of steel wire and fencing 
in April was 27,759 tons against 23,- 
332 in April, 1946. 

A further report—on the critical 
progress of housing itself—was leas 
encouraging. In the first three 
months of the year, a total of 242 
municipalities reported only 5,268 
new dwelling units. These municipall- 
ties, the bureau said, represented 
about 66 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation. Comparative figures for last 
year were not available due to In- 
complete reports.

The Alberta Wheat Pool has 
complted the distribution of $850,- 
000 in cash and $1,145,000 in reserv- 
és to members who delivered grain 
to Alberta Pool elevators in the 3 
crop years 1943-44, 1944-45 and 
1945-46. : 

Last year apprximately $945,000 
in reserves was distribhted to mem- 


ber patrons from 1943-44 and 1944- 
45 earnings, so that the total dis- 
tribution for the past three crop 
years in the form om cash and 
rearves is $2,940,000, 


In a statement issued by the Al- 
bertaWheat Pol it is pointed out 
that between 1923 and 1928 re 
serve :contributions from members 
totalled $8,467,000, this money being 
to build the Pool elevator sy- 
stem and provide working capital. 
Since 1942 the organization has 


purchased rateably frem members 
at 100 cents on the dollar over $2% 


million of these reserves, In addit- 
ion the delegates at the last an- 


nnual meeting authorized the ap-~ 


propriation of $1,600,000 to pur- 
chaser reserves held by estates of 
deceased members and by members 
in certain age groups who ceased to 
have any interest in farming. A 
large portion of this has already 
been paid out. When the entire a- 
mount has been disbursed the Al- 
berta Whet Pool will have pur- 
chased over $4,100,000 of the origi- 
nal $8,467,000... 

The reserves so purchased are be- 
ing re-issued: in the form of pat- 
ronage dividends along with cash 
distributions. The owership of the 
co-operative is thus passing from 
the estates of deceased members 
and from members who have retir- 
ed from farming into the hands of 
farmers who are using Pool ele- 
vator facilities.

1948 Wheat Price 
to be Set Soon 


In reply to question by John 
Bracken, Progressive Conservative 
Leder, Hn. J. A, McKinnon, min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce said 
that negotiations on the 1948 con- 
tract price for wheat sold to the 
United Kingdom would begin this 
summer or fall.

Near Wanham in the Peace Riv- 
er block a short distanec east of 
Spirit River work is going ahead in 
prepariny, land whereon to settle 
spring

ring This is an Alberta govern- 
ment scheme for settling returned 
men, and Hon. N. B. Tannér, min- 
ister of lands jis in charge of it. 


Each veteran will get 320 acres 
of jand on which 275 acres have 
been broken and prepared for seed- 
ing. In addition each veteran ob- 
tains a grant of $2,226 under the 
Veterans Land Act for equipment 
and stock, vanes 

During the first seven years. of 
occupancy the veteran is required 
to pay to the Alberta Government 
one-third share of crops grown on 
the land. This is to pay the cost 
of clearing breaking and cultivating 
the land, At the end of ten years 
the veteran will have clear title to 
the half section. 

The area now broken in the Wan- 
ham. district is in the grey soils re- 
gion which is more suitable for the 
growing of grasses and clover and 
mixed farming than for grain pro- 

duction.
